THE GARDEN CITY PLANINC-MILL. 
FIVE-AND-A-HALF PEB CENT ALL IT PAYS. 

During tke last week, Mr. Hesing has been 
boasting on the stump and bragging in his news- 
paper of his financial. record. He has made 
the declaration in nearly every saloon in 
Chicago, and in nearly every issue of his 
newspaper, that he bad paid or would pay 
his debts doilar for dollar; that no man and 
no corporation should be # loser by him. and 
that this had been or was to be done irrespective 
of anything which he might receive from the 
County Treasurer's office. Descending from 
generals to particulars, be has referred with 
some apparent pride to his connection with the 


Garden City Manufacturing and Supply Com- 
pany as an illustration of bis financial honesty 


and of the way in which be kept his word and 
paid his debts under circumstances when otber 
men would have been justified, perhaps, in giv- 
ing ap and abandoning the field, It is the mis- 
fortune, however, with Mr. Hesing’s deciar- 
ations in this as in other instances that when the facts 
are consulted and the referred to, his asser- 
tions prove to be somewhat st variance with them. It 
was rather unfortunate for him that he should have 
called the attention of his noble army of creditors to 
the affairs of the Garden City Manufactu and Sup- 
ly Company. It was unfortunste that he shouid 
2 ca their attention to the fact that he had 
romised that they should be paid in full, doliar 
or dollar, when at the ad of it all they 
find that they arc, to ve only Si per 
cent. Had Mr. Hesing for this matter alone, and had 
he refrained from lugging his business affairs into 
this political controversy, uo one would bave sought 
the records of the courts in order to quote against him 
anything which they contain; but, be having opened 
the controversy, it becomes perfectly allowable to state

In an interview with a Tn reporter on the 234 
of April, 18/4, Mr. Hesing stated that, it being reore- 
sented to him that the affairs of the Company were in- 
volved, he indorsed the paper to the amount of 
$225,000, and afterwards to the amount of $30,000 
more.”

HOW MR. HESING FOUND HIS WAY AMONG THEM. 

In the year 1868, the firm of Wilson & Bt. 
Clair (now Wilson, Pearce & Co.) published a 
volume entitled Biographical Sketches of the 
Leading Men of Chicago,” and illustrated with 
photographs of many of the notables of the city. 
The plan of the work was anique ; it did not de- 
pend on its sale for its success, and in point of 
fact only a small edition was published. Its 
paying qualities were differently developed ; the 
projectors, having gatbered a list of the princi- 
pal men of the city, proceeded to represent to 
them in turn the advantages of immortality to 
be procured by the insertion of a sketch of 
their lives in the Leading Men.“ Such as accepted 
paid, for a short sketch with protrait, $100; for a long 
biography and portrait, as high aa $200; and these 
sums, when consolidated, paid the expenses of the 
book, and presumably a handsome profit. 

Among the other gentlemen of the city who sought 
the glow-worm of fame through this means was Mr. 
A. C. Hesing, and the liberal space and choice assort-

self, and was afterward dressed 

rounded off by some more skillfulhand, The por- 
trait was of course one which the subject sat for for 
the “ Leading Men.” The article at the price named 
cost the subject about $2 per line, 

Now that Mr. Hesing finds himeelf in a position not 
altogether agreeable he turns r comfort to the Lead- 
ing Men,” and causes his eulogy to be copied out and 
printed in both his German and Engiigh papers, and 
then trumpets it forth with no mild sound as an in- 
dorsement of a msn who may or may not have fixed 
it up after Mr. Hesing himself had dictated it. 

To put the matter more W it may be stated in 
this way: Mr. A. O. esing dictated an 
advertising puff, and paid for 
the charge of $2 per line; 
with a display of cheek never ualed by 
van, calmly prints what he said of himself as the in- 
dorsement of a man, a newspaper, and even a party. 

There is only one paraliel case in the whole history 
of advertising dodges, That is furnished bya quack 
doctor in this city, who not long ago inserted an ad- 
vertisement in the Times, and then at once caused the 
same glowing puff to be published in the reading no- 
tices of the different country papers with this pre- 
face: “ The Chicago Times the — inst. has the 
following highly flattering encomium of Dr, 
splendid success,” 

It would be justas fair to count Hesing’s self-in- 
dited panegyric as an indorsement as it would the ad- 
vertiserment referred to, and no fairer. Of the iwo 
tricks, that of the quack doctor is a trifle more re- 
spectabie than that of the politician, 


WHAT CORRESPONDENTS THINK. 
HESING AND SALOMON.

THE CROPS. 


Agricultural Department Report. 

Wasurnoron, Oct. 28.—The October report of 
the Department of Agriculture contains ac- 
counts from New Jersey, Wisconsin, and Minne- 
sota, showing a large decrease in the cranberry 
crop by insects and frost. 

The rice crop in South Carolina, Florida, 
Georgia, and uisiana is much larger than 
eveii te North Carolina the great crop was for- 
merly rice, but since the War the production has 
falien off, and nocrop has taken the place upon 
large and valuable plantations, which have con- 
sequently almost gone to ruin. 

The sugar-cane in Georgia was cut short by 
drought. In some parts of Florida no more 
than a 3 per cent crop was planted for want of 
seed; iu other parts of the State the crops were 
brought up to a full average by the August 
and September rains. In Alabama there was a 
largely-increased acreage in the average condi- 
tion. In Mississippi the leading planters are 
manufacturing their sugar and molasses at home 
from Louisiana and African cane. Much of the 
cane will not be ground for want of mille, and 
will therefore be lost. Louisiana has not justi- 
» fied the promise of its fine appearance earlier in 
the season. 

The sorghum crop, though injured in some 
sections, is represented as generally fine. 

The hop crop is quite good. In New York the 
yiela was at least one-third more than any pre- 
vious crop. For the last five years there was a 
large yield in ali the fields in Oregon. The cul- 
ture there is vet in its infancy, but the bottom 
lands of the Willamette will probably prove the 
finest lands in the world for bop-growing.

Lincoln— Interesting Reminiscences 


of Elis Early Life—Letter from Mr. 


Herndon, His Law-Partner. 

Bosrox, Oct. 21, 1875.—A few days since I re- 
ceived the following autograph letter of Abra- 
ham Lincoln from his former law er, the 
Hon. William H. Herndon, of Illinois. It shows 
Mr. Lincoln's care for the interest of his step-

This letter of Mr. Lincoln was accompanied 
by one from Mr. Herndon, giving some very in-

SPRINGFIELD, Uct. 2, 1875—My Dran in: I 
inclose to you a letter written by Abraham Lin- 
coln to bis step-brother, J. D. Johnston. Mr. 
Lincoln, at the time or writing the letter, was 
away from home attending court a¢ Shelbyville. 
The letter is dated Nov. 9, 1851, when Mr. Lin- 
coln’s hope and fame were at their lowest ebb. 
The Compromise measures of 1850 had appar- 
ently sealed the fate of the slave forever, and 
there seemed to him no hope -of doing good to 
his fellow-man. His course on the Mexican war 
was, in this section, unpopular—odious to some. 
This was in 1846-48. coln was ead, gioomy, 
hopeless. He was very ambitidus, and having 
lost hope, and failed in his ambitious desires, he 
was somewhat soured in consequence. But he 
did then what he always did—the right—end 
risked the consequences. His heart, and soul, 
and head always stood firm for the right. 

Let me illustrate to you, by new aud unpub- 
lished matter, which I know to be authentic, his 
love of truth. Thomas Lincoln, the father of 
Abraham. was twice married. His first wife was 
Naney Hawke, the mother of Abraham. His 
second marriage was to alady by the name of 
Johnston,—a widow, with three children. This 
second marriage was in 1819, when Abraham was 
10 years old; he had a step-sister, Matilda Johu- 
ston, nearly bis own age. About the year 1825 
these children had grown nearly to manhood 
and womanhood. Heretofore they had roamed 
in the wild woods together. But now Mrs. 
Lincoln forbade Matilda going with Abra- 
ham when he went to ehop wood, or 
maul rails, or rive boards. One mornin 
Abraham took his ax and maul and we 
into the forest to maul rails. "Tilda saw him 
start, and was determined to follow. So after 
Lincoln had been gone some time she darted 
down the path, stealthily overtook him, sprang 
upon him, — her knee in the small of his 
back, and e her arms around his neck, thus 
bending him — and threw bim to the 
ground. In the scuffle Tilda feil on the sharp edge 
of the ax and cut ber foot badly. After stanch- 
ing the blood Abraham said to her: “ What 
wil you do now?“ Why,” said Tilda, III 
tell my mother that I fell on the ax, and that 
will be the truth, won't it, Abe?” “Yes, that will 
be the truth, but it won't be the whole truth. *Til- 
da, tell the whole truth about this aud trust to 
your good mother’s forgiveness,” said Abraham. 
This little story needs no comment: When I 
was collecting material for a life of Mr. Lincoln 
in 1868-70, Tilda herself told me this. 

Again, let me give you another incident illus- 
trative of Mr. Lincoln’s sense and love of 7 
tice. A gentleman named Chandier, r 
Chandler ville, Cass County, III., moved from 
New York to this State in the year 1829; he en- 
tered, soon after his arriva!, under the acts of 
Congress, 80 acres of land, and it was then 
the custom among the old  settlers—a 
custom as strong as the law—that each 
man had & ht to enters as many as 
120 acres adjoining his first eutf and in addi- 
tion thereto. Aboutthe year 1832 a kinsman 
of Chandler came to Illinois and stopped with 
him six months or more, free of charge. He 

was told by Chandler and others what was the 
— Gate the people, and woe be to him 
who violated it! I- have seen the old 
settlers armed to "the teeth with rifle 
i to defend and enforce this 
to the speculator who vio- 
lated the law! By this custom Mr. r 
owned eighty acres adjoining bis first entry ; 
was 80 rich, 80 fertile, lay so fairly to the Seg 
and was so justly and evenly divided between 
tree and prairie, that his kinsman fixed his eye 
upon it. So gathering up all chat he could bor- 
row, in addition to what he had honestly made, 
he started for the Land-Offiice in Spring- 
geld. one morning, by daybreak. Mr. 
Chandler, when informed by his neighpors of 
this plot agaiost him, said it was impossible. 
He was soon, however, conviaced of the truth of 
their statement. So catching up his fleetest 
horse he put spurs for the Land-Office, about 35 
miles @istant. His neighbors gave him the 
money to enter his 80.acres. He ran his horse 
as rapidiy as possible for about 25 miles, and when 
within 10 miles of Springfield he overtook two 
ydung men—one a short, red-faced man and the 
other a long, tall, uncouth-lookin g lad—both 
utter Strangers to lum. Chandier’s horse was 
quite exhausted, and so washe. He halted for 
a few moments, and was asked by one of them 
why this hurry? Chandler told them the 
story, when the tall young man, who was 
riding a fleet horse, said: Stranger, 
you take my mare; she is fresh and yours 
is worn out; put her under whip aud spur, 
and she will take you to Springfield in ove hour, 
won't she Green?” Tes, in short sixty min- 
utes.” said Green. Beat the scoundrel to the 
Land-Office by ali means. We are strangers, but 
— looks all right, and III rie the mare. 
We will all meet at Herudon’s store, in Spring- 
bk als in, two or three hours. Come, be off 
quickly,” said the tall young man. Mr. 
Chandler and the etranger ex- 
changed: horses. The kinsman, supposing 
that Chandler was ignorant of his purpose, rode 
leisurely along, conversing with those he met, so 
that Chandler got ahead of him, and, arriving in 
Springfield in the short sixty minutes, walked 
into the Land-Office, threw his hundred gold 


dollars ‘ringing on the table, and entered bis 80 


acres of land. much to his joy, and subsequent 
profit. Well, who was this tall, uncouth young 
stranger? Who was he? It was one who 
loved justice and fair play, honor and truth—it 
was Abraham Lincoln who climbed by his char-

HELD WITHOUT BAIL. 


Testimony in the Galena Murder 
Case. 


The Guilt Almost Positively Fixed upon 
Patrick Martin. 


Verdict of the Jury. 


Yesterday afternoon Coroner Dietzsch held 
the inquest in Justice Scully’s court-room, West 
Madison street, in the case of John Galena, 
who waa,murdered Tuesday night in the saloon 
of Daniel Healy, in the basement of 105 West 
Lake street. 

THE TESTIMONY. 

The first witness called wes Daniel Healy, the 
keeper of the groggery. Hertestifled: Live at 
108 Fulton street; keep a saloon at 105 West 
Lake street ; last Toesd ay evening four parties 
came in and played three games of seven-up, 
and had two drinks at the table; they got up 
and made some noise, and I refused to allow 
them to play any longer; they came to the 
two 
young ladies came in; one was Fan- 
ny Sherry, and other Nellie McGuire; 
a fellow by the name of “Ed” came in too; I don’t 
know bis other name; he asked all to take a drink with 

: Nellie McGuire also called the par-

in @ minute, G. Wolf, another watchman, came 
in and told me there was a dead man in the 
alley; there was only three minutes’ time be- 
tween the notifications of the two men; went out and 
brought Galena in with some help; came to the station 
and reported the matter; Galena was dead when we 
carrried him in; as John Galena went out Pat Martin 
threw his knife on the counter and eaid, 
**l CAN OUT OUT ANY MAN'S HEART 
that interferes with me;“ noticed no blood on the 
knife; the knife stuck in the counter about a minute; 
he then took it out and put it in his pocket; John 
Gleason, Mike Kehoe, and Joseph O’Brien were there ; 
there were 2 * remarks made about the 
knife; no knew that Martin 
had burt Galena with 2 a knife until after; Martin took 
his knife out of the par and went out after doing the 
cutiing ; saw no bicod-spots in bar-room ; noticed 
no blood on Martin s hands ; the mark of the knife is 
still in my counter; did not notice a knife in Martin“ 
hands before the trouble commenced. 

The next witness was Joseph O'Brien. His testi- 
mony was as follows: Live 61 William street; am a 
blacksmith ; we were in Healy’s saloon playing cards— 
ree oe Galena, and myself; we had not been home 

to stipper, and after we had played several games we 
had several drinks; two giris and two fellows came 
in; I had seen Martin once before, but did not know 
the others ; 

MARTIN CAME IN WITH THE GIRLS; 
Two other men were with his party; one wore 4 
light overvoat, and the other had a large mustache. I 
wae at the bar drinking; the firstI saw was Galena 
hitting the man with his dinner-seack; he had said 
something to the girls, but do not know what it was. 
He hit the tall fellow, who started the fight; Martin 
came up then and said that he was not going to see a 
friend of his abused; then he struck either John 
Day or Galena; then I saw him have a knife in his 
hands; he ran towards me afterwards, and then to-

time was fighting with the tal man; John Day got 

down by the big fellow with the mustache. 
Saw the knife before and after the cutting, Saw Mar- 
tin run up to Galena, and saw him strike him—

can make no statement. The prisoner was then taken 
back to his cell. 

MIKE KENOE, ALIAS RYAN, 
was the next witness; Live 636 West Adams street: 
1 came into the saloon 
y evening; stayed there 
talking ; 6:15 or 6:30 Gleason, Galena, 
Day, and O’Brien came in; they had a drink 
and then sat down and played cards; a man nam 
Joseph Dolan came in next ; also a man ‘named “ Ed”: 
Martin came down after with two girls; one of 
the girle ordered some drinks; then the party who 
had been playing cards got up ‘and had their drink: 
they did not drink with the girls; the dead man 
asked the bar-tender to trust him for some drinks ; he

sippi.

It is hardly necessary to remind the mer- 

chants and business-men of the mass-meeting 
to be held this evening in Farwell Hall. The 
call for the meeting emanates from a source 
wholly non-political, and it embraces in the 
invitation not alone the heavy wholesale 
dealers, but ail the merchants and business- 
men throughout the entire city. The meeting 
will be held solely in the interest 
of an honest and fair election, and it 1s a 
cheering sign that the impending danger is 
clearly perceived, and that this important 
step is to be taken to avert the threatened 
calamity of a victory of the ballot-box stuff- 
ws, repeaters, and fraudulent voters. 


The Baltimore city election demonstrates 
the fgct that the truly Americanized Catholics 
do not sympathize with their clergy in their 
war on the public schools. Baltimore has 
notably a larger proportion of Catholics 
among her voting population than any other 
city in the Union, and yet the Democratic 
candidate for Mayor, who espoused the illib- 
eral or Catholic side of the school issue, 
though elected, received some 15,000 less 
votes than were cast for the Democratic 
ticket last year. The inference is that the 
wealthy and educated class of Catholics voted 
the Reform ticket, which favored non-inter- 
ference with the school system. 


The Democratic Central Committee are dal- 
lying with the ballot-box question, uncertain 
which horn of the dilemma to choose. On 


but, on the other side, the Committee 
dare not join in the general outcry and con- 
demn a step taken in specific obedience to 
the mandate of Mr. Hesine, whose tools the 
Committee have become for campaign pur- 
poses. Now the Democratic Central Com- 
mittee may as well stop fretting about the 
election-boards outrage; that matter is in 
the hands of the Committee of the Whole 
People of Cook County, and a majority re- 
port will be submitted next Tuesday.

The Devil-Fish candidate for the County 
Treasurership by his boastful assertions of 
pecuniary honor and financial integrity has 
invited a close scrutiny of his history in this 
regard, and he can find no fault if his op- 
ponents have accepted the challenge, and if 
the result is not in the highest degree credita- 
ble to himself. An examination of court rec- 
ords and official files reveals a state of facts 
strangely at variance with Mr. Hesrno's 
loud-mouthed proclamation that his credit 
was of the strongest, and that no 
man could say he had offered to liquidate 
his debts for anything short of dollar for dol- 
lar. The files of the Bankruptcy Court tell 
a very different story, and they also suggest 
an explanation of the fact that certain bank- 
ers and note-shavers ardently desire Mr. Hzs- 
me’s election. Whatever may be thought of 
the other stories current reflecting seriously 
upon Mr. Hestne’s integrity in times past, 
there can be no question as to the authentici- 
ty and truth of the statements gleaned from 
the court records. 


THE TRIBUNE AND THE ELECTION. 

Readers of Taz Trrsuns outside this coun- 
ty may think that more space is devoted in 
the paper just now to the local election than 
is of interest to the general reader. The 
election will, however, take place on Tuesday 
next, and the columns now devoted to elec- 
tion matters will then be otherwise employed. 
We make no apology, however, and believe 
that our readers in the rural districts ” upon 
reflection will think none is needed. The 
issue which now engrosses the attention of 
the half-million of people of this county is 
one in which the whole people of Illinois, 
and of all other cities in this and other States, 
must feel a deep interest. It is the question 
of good, honest local Government. Cook 
County is the largest municipality in Illinois; 
it is nearly equal to one-sixth of the whole 
State in population and property. What- 
ever affects this county materially affects the 
whole State. Honest elections in Cook 
County are essential to the honesty of all 
State elections. Dishonest elections in Cook 
County may defeat the popular will of the 
whole State, change the majority in the 
Legislature, and reverse the whole policy of 
the State Government. 

The great evil of the day is corruption in 
Municipal Governments, and this corruption 
is due to the election frauds which are com- 
mitted in all the large cities, whereby the 
criminal classes seize the machinery of elec- 
tions, resort to all manner of frauds, obtain 
control of the local Governments, and use 
them to the plunder of the gerieral public. 
New York, Brooklyn, and Philadelphia, with 
their aggregate debts of three hundred mill- 
ions of dollars, attest the alarming conse- 
quences of this misrule in the large cities. 

Chicago has been no exception to the gen- 
eral rule of large cities, though, owing to the 
protection of the State Constitution, no addi- 
tion to the funded debt has been possible. 
Nevertheless, there has been à steady effort 
running through many years on the part of 
the non-producing and criminal class to use 
the local Governments for the purpose of the 
most reckless expenditure. It wes not, how- 
ever, until quite recently that there was an 
open and avowed combination for this pur- 
pose, and it was then only possible because 
a man of much natural ability, of great force 
and boldness, of ardent temperament, 
and unlimited audacity, suddenly aban- 
doned all his previous personal and po- 
litical associations, and placed himself 
at the head of an open alliance of persons of 
foreign birth, and of the entire criminal and 
disreputable population of Chicago. The 
conspirators against honest Government had 
always existed, but it was not until 1873-4 
that they found a leader competent and pos- 
sessing the audacity to make an open fight 
and seize the Municipal Government for pur- 
pose of plunder. 

The public could not believe that this man 
could so suddenly change the associations 
and policy of a lifetime, and voluntarily place 
himself at the head of such a dangerous or- 
ganization, and it was not until the whole 
City Government had passed under the con- 
trol of notorious criminals and scallawags, 
that the public were fully aroused to what 
had been accomplished. 

The -next step of this Government thus 
elected was, through the agency of the gam- 
blers, pickpockets, vagrants, and criminal 
class generally, to stuff the ballot-boxes and 
forge election returns, and actually put in 
operation for the government of this city a 
charter which continued the existing Mayor 
two years in office beyond the term for which 
he was elected, and the other officers for 
other peroids. Thus firmly installed, the 
combination considered itself permanent- 
ly established in office, free from in- 
terference by the public. At this mo- 
ment this leader, who had, through 
his powerfal influence and his daring effront- 
ery, arrayed the criminal population of the 
city as a compact, closely-organized political 
body, having possession of all the election 
machinery, and especially of the inspectors 
of election, announced himself as a candidate 
for one of the most lucrative offices in the 
United States, and summoned his mob to for- 
mally nominate him. Excluding from his 
ticket every person of American birth, he 
publicly announced the majority by which the 
ballot-box-stuffers would report him elected ! 


Corvin dre leaders the streets swarm with 
bunko-steerers, confidence-men, pickpockets, 
thieves, foot-pads, gamblers, brothel-rumuers, 
and all manner of criminals, plying their 
vocations with perfect immunity. Our local 
Government is hand and glove with these 
villains,—is in fact their guardians and pro- 
tectors. The whole West is interested in 
breaking up this reproach upon civilization. 
Every man dealing with Chicago is interested 
in being protected in person and property 


while here, and the business and character of | 


the city demand that the streets be cleared of 
the ruffians, blacklegs, and pickpockets who 
crowd the thoroughfares under the protection 
of their representatives and associates in the 
Municipal Government. 

The importance of the issue of this elec- 
tion—the smashing of the ascendency of the 
criminal and dishonest classes by the defeat 
of their ringleader—will be accepted by our 
readers as a sufficient excuse for the devotion 
of so much of our space to a local election. 


THE SUBSIDY SCHEME. 

The St. Louis papers pretend to be indig- 
nant that anybody objects to the proposed 
scheme of subsidy in the interest of Col. 
Tom Scort’s Railroad and Construction Com- 
panies. They affect to see a difference be- 
tween a Government subsidy and an agree- 
ment to pay the interest on the bonds of pri- 
vate corporations. Let us compare the two 
propositions: In the case of the Union and 
Central Pacific Railroads, the Government 
loaned to them the bonds of the United 
States to the amount of $54,000,000. These 
bonds bear interest at 6 per cent, and are 
payable at the end of thirty years; the agree- 
ment of the Railroad Companies is to pay to 
the Government principal and interest at 
maturity. The Railroad Companies have paid 
but about one-third of the interest which has 
become due, the rest and the principal re- 
main to be paid,—the Government holding a 
second mortgage onthe property. That is 
conceded to be a subsidy,—the United States 
paying annually about two and a half mill- 
ions more interest on the bonds than they 
receive from the Railroad Companies. 

The other proposition is, that the United 
States shall guarantee the payment of the m- 
terest on the bonds of the Railroad Company ; 
these bonds to be issued at the rate of $40,- 
000 a mile for 2,200 miles, the interest to be 
at the rate of 5 per cent in gold, and the 
bonds to run forty years. The property of 
the Company is to be mortgaged to pay the 
principal of the bonds at maturity, and then 
to refund the principal. This gives us the 
following result: Whole amount of railroad 
bonds issued, $88,000,000. Annual interest 
thereon, at 5 per cent in gold, $4,400,000. 
Total interest paid in forty years, in gold, 
$176,000,000. Security—a second mortgage. 
This, it is said, is not a subsidy. 

The annual payment from the Treasury 
will be $4,400,000 in gold, and this payment 
is guaranteed for forty years. And, though 
in the aggregate it reaches the enormous 
sum of $176,000,000, it is not a subsidy ! In 
point of cash outlay it throws the subsidy to 
the Union and Central Pacific Railways in the 
shade. At the end of the thirty years the 
United States may take the Union and Cen- 
tral Pacifie Roads for $108,000,000 principal 
(first and second mortgages), and the sixty or 
seventy millions of unpaid interest. At the 
end of the forty years, the United States hav- 
ing paid - $176,000,000 interest, may take 
Tom Scorr’s road by paying $88,000,000 of 
principal. And still this last job is declared 
not to be a subsidy,—a mere indorsement 
to an enterprising gentleman who happens 
to be proprietor of some bankrupt corpora- 
tions, and who is willing to divide with his 
friends. 

But this subsidy is demanded on behalf of 
the South. This road is by no means a South- 
ern one. It gives Eastern Texas, New Or- 
leans and the Gulf, Louisiana, Mobile, Missis- 
sippi, and Memphis a wide berth, and from 
Arizona strikes a bee line to Pittsburg, 
New York, and Philadelphia! It leaves Bal- 
timore, Norfolk, all Virginia, Georgia, the 
Carolinas, Florida, and Alabama as remote 
from a commercial route to the Pacific as 
they would be if the only route was by Lake 
Superior and Fort Garry. 

No one, however, pretends that such a 
mammoth subsidy can go through without a 
half-dozen partners. There are other bank- 
rupt corporations as well as Col. Scort’s, and, 
before these will consent that he shall have 
this enormous cash subsidy of five millions of 


dollars a year in gold, they must be in like 


manner appeased and satisfied; they, too, 
must be quartered on the Treasury, and the 
country must be taxed to carry them all.

THE COUNTY BOARD RING. 

The Republican Campaign Committee have 
struck one of the key-notes of the pending 
election by recounting the profligate jobs of 
the County Board during the past year. 
When it is remembered that this Board has 
the power to levy taxes to the amount of 
nearly $2,000,000 annually, and to increase 
the county debt by the issue of bonds to the 
amount of $11,000,000; that their action in 
making contracts and voting moneys is final ; 
that there is now a Ringin the Board which 
has succeeded in crushing all honest opposi- 
tion to it; and, finally, that Mr. Hesmve wants 
two men whom he has denounced as mem- 
bers of this Ring re-elected, and the places of 
three of the Ring’s opponents filled by Craw- 
rorD, Pat CLA, and Mun Mouior; when 
these things’ are kept in mind, the danger of 
electing the Ham bummer ticket is pal pa- 
ble. a 

The rule of the Ring has been undisputed, 
except by the impotent protest of the honest 
minority in the Board, ever since Hzstyo’s 
party has had the majority. Some samples 
of their transactions may be cited: It was 
shown, for instance, that the beans furnished 
the paupers by Hrsma's friend, Prator ar, 
were rotten and offensive. The matter was 
referred to the Committee on Public Chari- 
ties, where it was smothered. A month or 
so later, Commissioner Boob presented a list 
of goods furnished paupers which were of 
bad quality, and moved for the appointment 
of a special committee of three to investigate 
the matter. Commissioner Crawrorp (one of 
Hrsmo's candidates for re-election) opposed 
the special investigation, and insisted that 
the Committee on Public Charities should 
again be intrusted with the matter. This 
was also smothered, and the Committee never 
reported. In August, 1874, Commissioner 
Boovs presented a list of eighty articles 
which Prriotat was furnishing the Insane 
Asylam, and County Poor-House, and County 
Hospital, at prices ranging from 10 to 100 
per cent in excess of the contract price. 
Commissioner Croven moved for a Select 
Committee of Investigation, excluding te 
Committes on Public Charities, but this was 
refused, and the matter was referred to the 
same men to whom the previous cl irges had 
been referred. Of course there was a white- 


| washing report, to which Commissioner Bon- 


pice refased to give his assent. Later in the 
year, the honest membems in the Leard

eight, including Conny and Crawrorp (Mr. 
Hesrno’s candidates for relection), refused to 
entertain the report. In letting the contracts 
for the present year, the majority in the

that this sort of thing ean go on without 


their paying for it, they are very much mis- 
taken. The cost of our county charities has 
been more than doubled within two years. In 


1871-2 the total appropriation was $173,966 ; 


in 1873.4 it was $393,429. The present 
year’s expenditures will exceed the appropria- 
tions by at least $25,000. The personal er- 
penses of the Board this year are more than 
double what they were in 1871-2. In that 
year they were $12,510; this year they will 
be $25,669. The net result of this Ring man- 
agement of county affairs is found in the fact 
that the tax-levy proposed for the next year is 
6.6 mills, while it was only 4 mills last year, 
being an increase of more than one-half of 
the levy of last year. 

Mr. Hestwe asks the people of Cook 
County to vote for the re-election of two of 
the men whom he formerly denounced as 
** thieves, rascals, and damned scoundrels,” to 


vote in two others to displace honest mem- 
bers of the Board who have opposed the Ring, 
and a fifth who is a contractor. In other 
words, he asks the people of Cook County to 
approve the rascalities cited above, and to 
strengthen the Ring which has been guilty 
of them. 


THE VIRGINIA CITY CALAMITY. 

The latest details of the great calamity 
which has overwhelmed Virginia City, Neva- 
da, and reduced the business portion of that 
enterprising mining city to ashes, do not, as 
often happens in calamities of this nature, 
diminish the first estimates and statements, 
but, on the other hand, increase and intensify 
them. The extent of area burned over and 
the loss are both greatly increased, the area 
now being fixed at three-fourths of a mile in 
length by half a mile in width,—a somewhat 
larger tract of ground than was burned over 
in our fire of 1874, and the loss at $7,500,000, 
which is $5,500,000 greater than was first 
reported. In almost every detail the fire at 
Virginia City is a repetition in miniature of 
our great fire, and the narrative as sent by 
telegraph has a very familiar tone. It hap- 
pened in the same time of year. The wind 
was blowing a gale at the time. Everything 
was dry and inflammable. Cinders and 
flames were driven far in advance of the 
main body of flame and kindled other fires. 
There were the same confusion in the streets 
heaped up with goods and furniture; the 
same roar of the flames mixed with the curs- 
ing and fighting of teamsters, the weeping 
and groaning of women and children, the 
falling of walls, and the howls of the gale; 
and the same crowds of homeless people 
seeking shelter on the outskirts of the city. 
As with us in our time of calamity, there 
were thieves and drunken brutes in the 
streets, and military patrols guarding prop- 
erty. The school-houses and churches were 
thrown open and crowded with homeless and 
hungry sufferers. The theatres of other 
cities are now giving benefits for the 
relief of the sufferers, and supplies are pour- 
ing in from all parts of Nevada and Cali- 
fornia. Moreover comes the good news of 
the same Western grit that characterized the 
people of Chicago. The correspondent says: 
„The people are in good spirits, and, while 
terribly afflicted, are the pluckiest, bravest 
lot I ever had to do with.” In all respects, 
down to the most trivial detail, the picture of 
the Virginia City fire is the picture of the 
Chicago fire in miniature, and Chicago well 
knows how to sympathize with the people of 
that city. We can realize their situation in 
its fullest extent, and we can look forward 
with the same hopefulness, as in our own 
case, to the time when they will restore 
their city -stronger, more beautiful, and 
more secure than ever. The essential 
difference between the results of the two 
fires is, that while the business interests of 
Chicago were varied and distributed over va- 
rious departments of trade and commerce, 
the interests of Virginia City are limited to 
the mining business. “The disaster to the 
mines, however, is not as serious as was first 
supposed. There will be much delay in the 
resumption of business, and Dr. Linprrmay, 
the Mint Director, has already estimated the 
extent to whith the supply of bullion will be 
cut off for the next few months. There may 
also be losses to stockholders, but the mines 
are still there. The supply is not affected. 
The shafts and machinery will soon be re- 
paired, and it is already thought that in 60 
days the mines will be in operation again. 

The lesson of the Virginia City fire is the 
same as that of the Chicago fire and the con- 
flagrations in Michigan and Wisconsin the 
same year. It emphasizes the insecurity of 
the great wooden towns and cities in the 
West, and their liability to inevitable destruc- 
tion under a given combination of circum- 
stances. ‘The people of Virginia City will do 
well, therefore, to imitate the example of 
Chicago in rebuilding, and to replace their 
inflammable wooden buildings with brick and 
stone. The warning they have now received 
should be heéded. They should see to it that 
their city hereafter is safe against such emer- 
gencies by rebuilding not only more beauti- 
fully and conveniently, but in a stronger, 
more solid, and more fire-proof style.

Once a year a Social Science Congress is 
held in England. It is under the manage- 
ment of a permanent organization, which ar- 
ranges, through its Standing Committees, for 
the preparation, presentation, and occasional 
publication of papers on some of the thou- 
sand-and-one questions within the scope of 
sociological study. The Congresses are po- 
tent factors in shaping English thought and 
legislation. The men who take part in them 
are also the chief supporters of the Social 
Science section of the Association for the 
Advancement of Science. Their debates dur- 
ing the Belfast meeting of the latter, in 1874, 
led to the settlement by arbitration of the 


famous strike of the Belfast operatives, 


which is said to have cost the employers 
$750,000 and the employes a round 
million. Their Congresses are credit- 
ed with the inspiration of Mr. Disrazui's 
programme of the common sewers,”—the 
programme which was fall of economic re- 
forms, and which has been so shamefully 
abandoned by the Premier who announced it. 
The good work done in England led to the | 
organization, two or three years ago, of an 
American Social Science Association. It is 
formed of five Departments—those of Edu- 
cation, Health, Trade and Finance, Social 
Economy, and Jurisprudence.

Life membership is secured by paying $100. 
Members are entitled to participation in the 
government and discussions of the Associa- 
tion, and they receive all its publications. 
The most important of these is the Journal of 
Social Science, which is issued at irregular in- 
tervals, and is made up of contribu- 
tions from authorities in different fields 
of social science. The list of officers; and 
members includes some of the best known 
names in America. There is, however, a no- 
ticeable lack of those of politicians,—a fact 
which is not to the credit of our statesmen. 
The annual members number about 300; the 
life members only 50. The Association is 
naturally in need of money. It appeals to 
the public for means to carry on its good 
work.

A story comes by way of Washington that 
the Tizpen Democracy of New York and of 
New England are disposed to favor ex-Gov.

There are several reasons why this 
story ought not to be true, and why it proba- 
bly is wholly untrue. In the first place, 
Gov.

These are: (1) To get the United States to 
take off the hands of the State of Virginia 
the James River & Kanawha Canal, begun 
in the days of Wasmrveron, and still incom- 
plete, and to expend seventy-five millions of 
dollars to finish it. (2) The second scheme, 
and WaLxxx is its inventor, is that Congress 
shall assume all the State debts, issuing 
national bonds to the State creditors in lieu 
of the State bonds. In addition to these 
heavy financial measures, he favors an un- 
limited issue of greenbacks, “just to make 
money plenty, you know.” We can hardly 
understand why the New York and New 
England Democracy, or indeed any other 
Democracy, should favor the election as 
Speaker of a man who enters Congress to 
promote these several schemes, and on 
whose success he aims even at the Presidency. 

The Constitution and law of the State of 
Illinois peremptorily declare that the County 
Treasurer of this county shall in no case re- 
ceive more than $4,000 a yearsalary. Various 
County Treasurers have set up the claim that 
they were entitled to compensation as Col- 
lectors, but the Supreme Court has, in sev- 
eral cases, decided that the office of Treasurer 
and Collector is one office, and that no 
Treasurer is entitled, legally, to any compen- 
sation as Collector. Despite this law and 
this solemn judgment of the Court, the Coun- 
ty Treasurer of this county receives annual- 
ly, in addition to his $4,000 salary as Treas- 
urer, $6,000 as Collector,“ making a total 
of $10,000 a year, or $6,000 in excess of the 
strict limitations of law.

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The Work of Rebuilding Virginia 
City Vigorously Com- 
menced. | 


An Idea of the Magnitude and Cost of 
Quartz-Mills Machinery. 


Several of the Mines Will Recommence 
Active Operations at Once. 
Aid Going Forward from Oalifornia and 
Else where. 


Yesterday’s Record of Minor Blazes. 


VIRCINIA CITY. 
THE QUARTZ MILLS, 
Speciai Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Oct. 28.—Dr. Lindernifn, 
Director of the Mint, and Gen. Garfield, who 
visited the Virginia mines duriog the summer, 
believe that no adequate idea of the loss bas yet 
Virginia City was 


This machinery was not only massive, but intri- 
cate, and all of it was built expressly. The 
hoisting machinery of the Consolidated Virginia 
mine cost an immensesum of money. The 
Consolidated Virginia mine was producing, 
at the time of this disaster, about $2,- 
000,000 worth of bullion a mouth, about half 
of which wag gold. The ore from which this 
was taken was almost totally hoisted throngh 
the chambers of its own shaft by the machinery 
that seems now disabled, and not likely to be re- 
placed for many months. The mills that are de- 
stroyed separated this ore, and the assay offi- 
ces melted the bullion into bars. From pree- 
ent indicatons not a pound of ore can be taken 
from either the Consolidated Virginia mine or 
the California mine until the machinery is re- 


placed, and not a ton of it can be treated 
until the milis are rebmit. This would seem 


to require, with all the resources of the richest 


firm in the country, several months. Should six 
mooths elapse before these mines are restored 
to their old condition, the effect on the gold and 
silver markets of the world will be very great. 
The loss of $4.000,000 gold a month will be felt 
in San Francisco, where it performs its fanctious 
as a circulating mediom. The gold is sent to 
New York, where it also has its relations with 
trade and commerce, and subsequently 
it is sent to Europe and finds its way 
to the German Empire, whose Gold law 
goes into effect in January. The loss of silver 
to an equal or greater.amount, must also have 
its effect on the market of the world. Should 
the machinery of the mines and mills from any 
cause be only slightly damaged. which seems 
bardly probable, consider the fact, the bullion 
product may be resumed after a few weeks’ delay. 
CONDITION OF THE MINES. 

San Francisco, Oct. 28.—Preas dispatches 
published this morning say that the very latest 
from the mines is that the smoke from Ophir is 
due entirély te the tirst few timbers which were 
burned. Men at Ophir believe that there is no 
fire below. The machinery is to be covered in, 
and much of it is good for use again. As soon 
as the timbers can be had, retimbering will com- 
mence. Oonsolidated Virginia, which, like the 
Ophir, was bulkheaded by filled cages, is bo- 
lieved to be safe. Smoke this afternoon came 
from the seams of the bulkhead, bat the fore- 
man says that it came from Ophir, and that 
there cannot possibly be any fire below. 
Thie is deemed strange by many, as there 
is no communication between these mines. ex- 
cept at a point considerably below the 1.000-foot 
level, and as strong coal-like gas comes from the 
Curry, it creates fears that the gas cannot go 
into the Savage, as the connecting level is bulk- 
headed. From information received this morn- 
ine from private sources, it seems evident that 
the exact condition of the mines is yet unknown. 
The presence of gas and smoke excited consid- 
erable suspicion that some serious damage had 
been sustained in the workings. In the open 
session this morving a feeling of uncertainty 
was manifested, and Ophir end Bonanza stocks 
vibrated at figures off from yesterday's quota- 
tions. 

LATER. 

Private dispatches convey the gratifying in- 
formation that the mines are all mght. Men 
have been through from the Gould & Curry to 
Ophir. No fire was found in the workings, and 
no damage wasdone. The wateris decreasing. 
The damage to the Ophir shaft is limited to a 
few feet at the top. The Consolidated Virginia 
evidently feels the effect of the news, having 
just gone up to 245 and 250 in the Board, against 
224 in the open session. 

“ALL RIGHT.” 

Virremna Crry, Oct. 28—1 p.m.—I have just 
had an interview with John Mackey. He says: 
„„ have been through all the mines this 
forenoon, and they are allright. There is no 

or fire in any way connected with the Gould 
f Curry mine. When the old side shaft was 
burned, now used as an air-shaft for the Andes, 
the gas went through the Latrobe tunnel and 
worked its way into the mines. That gas is now 
ali gone. Work will be commenced on the 
Gould & Curry to-morrow or the day aftor. 
Work will be commenced in the way of 
hoisting ore in tho Consolidated Virginia within 
sixty days. Meanwhile about 300 tons will be 
hoisted daily through the Gould & Curry shaft 
from the Consolidated Virginia mime, snd we 
will employ about 300 men immediately. We 
have been employing on the Consolidated Vir- 
ginia mill 700 men. Four hundred of these, to- 
gether with those employed at the Consolidated 
Virginia mill, must remain idle. If Ophir had

It will 
thus be seen that no point in the country has re- 
ceived such prolonged, searching investigation 
as the Port of New York, and to the 
efforts of the Treasury the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s office has added the most etlicient work 
of its officers. Collector Arthur has from the 
first co-operated cordially and energetically with 
all efforts of the Treasury to secure a more 
thorough and hovest administration of Custom- 
House affairs. The Treasury Department has 
also taken into consideration the working force 
at each Custom-House, and has 
REDUCED THE NUMBERS ON THE ROLIS, 
wherever any employe could be dropped with- 
out detriment to the service. Asa result of this 
inquiry, the force has been 80 reduced as to 
save iv salaries considerably over half a million 
of dollars annually in this item alone. The 
active oversight of customs affairs at the Port 
of New York is still maintained by all prominent 
officers of the Treasury who have to do with this 
partioular branch of the subject.

In accordance with s practice at once wise and 
beautiful, we have been accustomed, as the year is 
drawing to 3 close, to devote an occasion to an 
humble expression of thanks to g 
God for ceaseless and distinguished benefits be- 
stowed upon us as a nation, and for His mercies and 
protection during the closing year. Amid the rich 
and free enjoyment of all our advantages, we should 
not forget the source from whence they are derived, 
and extend our obligations to the Father of All Mer- 
cies. We have full reason to renew our thanks to - 
mighty God for favors bestowed upon us during the 

ast year. His continuing mercy,civil and religious 
Ebert a ve n maintained; peace has ed with- 
in our borders; labor and enterprise have produced 
their merited rewarda, and to His watchful providence 
we are indebted for security from pestilence and other 
national calamities. Apart from the other national 
blessings, each individual among us has occasion to 
perp tens Brags and devoutly recognize the favors 
and pro which he has enjoyed. 

Now therefore, Ulysses G. Grant, President of 
the United States, do recommend that on Thursday 
the 25th day of November, the people of the United 
States, abstaining from their accustomed vocations, do 
assemble in their respective places of worship, and in 
such form as may seem most appropriate in their own 
hearts, offer to Almighty God their acknowledgments 
and thanks for all His mercies, and their humble pray- 
ers for the continuance of His Divine favor.

Huron Fux, Secretary of State, 


THE CRANCER CASES. 
THE RIGHT OF STATES TO CONTROL RAILROAD- 
FARES. 
Wasninoton, D. C., Oct. 26.—The following 
case was argued in the Supreme Court on Mon- 


day : 


Casz No. 20.— The Winona & St. Peter Railroad 


Company vs. Blake et al.—Appeal from the Su- 
preme Court of Minnésota.—This is the first of 
the Granger cases reached, and presents the 
question whether the railroad company may, 
under ite charter, fix such freight charges as it 
shall deem reasonable compensation for trans- 
portation, disregarding all subsequent legislation 
of the State of Minnesota (from which, as a Ter- 
ritory and a State, the charter is derived), tend- 
ing to restrict the rates of compensation, and 
particularly the act of March, 1871, regulating 
the carrying of freight and passengers in 
the State. The act establishes certain 
rates, and declares they shail not be exceeded, 
imposing upon any company which shall violate 
it a fine of $1,000, or a forfeiture of its charter 
and franchises. All lines of railroads are de- 
clared to be public highway, and the State as- 
sumes the sovereign right to require the 
companies to comply with ite schedule of rates, 
declared to be the maximum of reasonable rates. 
The position of the railroad company (backed 
by the railroade generaliy) is thatthe different 
charters under which the Company is organized, 
when passed by the Legislature of either the 
Territory or State of Minnesota, and accepted by 
the Company, and acted upon by it, become con- 
tracts between the Territory or the State and 
the Compaay, and could not be impai 
by any subsequent legislation, be- 
g protected by the Constitution of the United 
States. And it is said that to change the ruling 
of the courts of last-resort, so as to deprive the 
stockholders of the Company of the protection 
of the Constitution to which these courts de- 
clared them to be entitled when they invested 
their money in the enterprise, and upon the 
faith of which their money was thus invested, is 
contrary ‘to those fundamental principles of 
justice and equity which are the foundations of 
alllaw.

THE ANTHROPOPHAGI. 


Boston Agitated by the Rumor 


of a Superior Cannibal. 
Island Horror. 


All but One on Board of Three - Ships 
: Said to Have Been Eaten 


by Savages. 
The Auckland Islands, in ‘the Pacific 


Ocean, the Scene of the 
Baleful Feast,

Boston, Mass., Oct. 28.—A year ago last Feb- 
ruary the bark Jewess, of Boston, sailed from 
New South Wales in the direction of the Auck- 
land Islands, a group which lies in the South 
Pacific Ocean near New Zealand. A few days 
later the Boston bark Delia M. Long and an 
English bark, name unknown, followed on the 
same course. No tidings of the two Boston ves- 
sels were received in this city till recently, when 


Capt. Bremer, of Biddeford, Me., of the bark 


Marathon, New Tork, returning from 3 
voyage around the world, brought back a 
terrible story in regard to them. At one of 
thesports at which he stopped he had fallen in 
with a sailor, or some one who knew him, who 
purported to be the sole survivor of the three 
crews. The vessel, he said, had become be- 
calmed in the vicinity of the Auckland Islands, 
and laid there together several days. They 
were boarded at night by cannibals, who came in 
large numbers, overpowered tbe crews, plun- 
dered the ships, ‘and scuttled them. The men 
were carried prisoners to theshore and furnished 
food for the horrible feast of their captors. No 
particulars of the fight or of the survivors’ escape 
were obtained, but the facts are pretty well au- 
thenticated, and the long absence of the vessels 
furnishes good ground for believing that the 
story may be true. The survivor was one of the 
crew of the Jewess, and he is said to have rela- 
ted that the surprise was complete, the vessels 
being some distance from land, and no signs of 
enemies having been seen. The usual precau- 
tion taken when a ship is becalmed in the vicini- 
ty bf land inhabited dy savages is to drive sharp 
nails, placed closely together, 

boards, which 

decks, and ö down, 
leaving the sharp iron points sticking up. It is 
then impossible for the barefooted savages to 
step upon the deck, and they are shot off at 
leisure. This precaution was not taken on 
board the Jeweas, the survivor said, because no 
danger was suspected. It is understood that no 
ship of the United States Navy is now stationed 
in the South Seas, or within reasonable distance 
of the vicinity where the torrible tragedy is 
credited as having been enacted. The Jeweas 
was nearly 500 tons burden. Capt. Mayo, of 
Chelsea, was the mavaging owner; and Mark 
Googins, of East Boston, Caleb Eaton, 
and Frank Lane were part owners, Frank 
Lewis, of East Boston, was one of the mates on 
the three vessels. There were probably thirty 
men, but the names of any cannot be ascertain- 
ed, most of them having been shipped in foreign 
ports. Time will probably bring to light fuller 
particulars of their horrible fate.

ENGLAND'S ATTITUDE IN THE RECENT EASTERN 
CRISIS. 

Pants, Oct. 13.—M. John Lemoinne, who 
passes in France for one of the writers best 
acquainted with the spirit and tendencies of 
English policy, publishes in to-day’s Debats an 
article on the attitude of England in the present 
Eastern crisis. I give the translation of the 

rst three paragraphs of the article: 

Every one must have been struck by the rapidity 
and facility with which Engiand has thrown her tra- 
ditional Eastern policy overboard, and the public has 
seen the country for which the integrity of the Otto- 
man Empire had so long been a dogma become sud- 
denly the first to call for the disniantling of the 
crumbling edifice. There are several reasons for this 
sudden change. In the first place, the English, who are 
a positive people, do as the rats do which forsake a 
falling house ; in the second place, they calculate that 
if they still wanted to save the integrity of Turkey 
they would be obliged to do ao alone, ence they are 
ready to give up portions of the Ottoman Empire that 
some part of it may remain, and to make every Hud 
of eacrifice in order that the eternal Eastern question 
may not crop up while they are isolated, The war of 
1854 and 1855, the Crimean Expedition, and the 
siege of Sebastopol, were episodes of the personal 
policy of Napoleon III. From a dynastic point of 
view, in an interest absolutely distinct from that of 
France, i@was a rather clever coup, for it was tanta- 
mount to the dissolution of the old coalition of Europe 
against the Empire. It was, in fact, tne price paid 
for the English alliance. The Emperor of Russia 
dd not believe, nor would he ever believe, that 
Engiana could become the active ally of a Napoleon. 
He refused to believe it up to the last moment, and 
hurried on the war. That blunder, dearly paid for. 
bas since been revaired in the midst of the disasters 
of France, and England. left alone, has seen the Treaty 
of Paris torn to shreds, and seen Russia retake possce- 
sion of the Black Sea. Now, if at the present time the 
integrity of the Ottoman Empire were menaced, 
France would not have the same motives for recom- 
mencing the Eastern campaign. We have something 
else to do, and England would have to undertake the 
job single-handed. It u clear she is not disposed to 
undertake it, and that explains the change in ber atti- 
tude and language.

THE ROW BETWEEN THE SERVIAN PRINCE AND ms 
MINISTRY. 

VIENNA, Oct. 12.—Fresh details have come in

fer the Skoupschina at Belgrade when it came 
over from Krajugevatz, it was accommodated in 
the Government Houg, where likewise the Cab- 
inet Counci's are held.

ting. The day before, one of the Radical 
papers, known to be under the influence of 
Gruiesw, the Minister of the Interior, had pub- 
lished a most offensive article against the person 
of the Prince. The Prince brought forward the 
subject, asking the Minister whether he did not 
mean io take measures to call the paper in ques- 
tion to account aod to prevent such occurrences 
in future. The Minister's answer was, that he 
could do nothing, as there was freedom of the 
press in Servia; and that he not only did not 
mean to do anything to restrict it, but, on the 
contrary, he should consider it his duty to bring 
in a bill which would still fu ther extend 
it. Tbe Prince’s reply to this was, that he 
woul? never sanction such a bill. The Minister 
theo informed the Prince that he would in such 
a case give in his resignation. Among the eub- 
jects submitted to the Prince was a resolution of 
the Skoupschina, taken at the initiative of the 
Ministry, authorizing the latter to contract a 
loan of 3,000,000 of ducate, or about £1,500,000, 
and stipulating that this authorization was only 
to have validity for the present Ministry. As 
in the case of the mobilization, it was an 
act done, if not altogether without the 
knowledge of the Prince, at least in a manner 
which showed an unmistakable design on the 
part of the Ministry to take the direction of af- 
fairs out of the hands of the Prince and to vest 
it in the Ministry. The explanation given of 
this unusual proceeding was, that the Skoup- 
schina had only confidence in the present Minis- 
try. The Prince declared that he would not 
sanction the bill, on which the Ministers said 
they would give in their resignation. The 
Prince took them at their word, and 
asked them to give in their resignation 
at once in writing, which was done, 
The Prince, with the resignation of the Minis- 
tersin his hand, went at once to the Skoup- 
schina and informed them of what had passed. 
He unreservedly told them that he was for a 
policy of peace; not that he bad forgot- 
ten the traditions of his family or the aspira- 
tions of his country; but both the internal 
conditions of the conntry snd the foreign 
relations were such that, by rushing into war, 
Servia, far frora gaining, would risk the loss of 
what she had alread: achieved for herself. He 
called. therefore, on the Skoupschina to choose 
between bim and the Ministry. If they decided 
for the latter, he would not bein their way, but 
would leave the country at once. Although, in 
everyday life, the Prince conveys the impression 
of being a quiet and almost indolent man, when 
roused he shows that he is not wanting in the 
energy for which his family haa been noted. He 
knows on such occasions how to display a sort of 
homely eloquence, which on this occasion car- 
ried the Assembly with it.

the taxes, and by instituting at Constantinople 
an International Financial Commission, which 
should once forall prevent the political ques- 
tion of the Fast from being periodically compli- 
cated by an Eastern financial question.

CENTRAL 481A. 
THE LATE RUSSIAN VICTORY IN KHOKAND. 

Sr. Pererssure, Oct. 13.—The Russian /nva- 
lide of to-day Publishes intelligence from Cen- 
tral Asia giving details of the late fighting near 
Marghilan, in Khokand. The Invalide says: 

Abduracham Avdobadschi collected 10,000 men near 
Marghilan with the object of again attempting resist- 
ance to the Russian troops. Adjt.-Gen, Kaufmann, 
having received information of this, proceeded 
to Marghilan, but Avdobadshi retreated in 
order to avoid an engagement, Col. Schobe- 
lew was orde to go in pursuit, and on 
the Ust of September the Cossacks under his com- 
m overtook a hostile force of 5,000 men,whom they 
completely routed, They also captured three bronze 
guns, The retreat of Avdobadschi then became a dis- 
orderly rout, and he fled through Krarassu, accom- 
— by not more than 100 men. The Cossacks con- 
inued in pursuit as far as Use but returned to 
Marghilan after having lost trace of Avdobadachi on 
the 25th of September. When last seen he had only 
five followers with him. One hundred men of the 
Russian main body remained in the district, however. 
in case the fugitive should reappear. Deputations of 
the inhabitant have arrived from all parts offering 
submission to the Russian authorities.

BAVARIA. 
THE DEBATE UPON THE ADDRESS TO THE KING. 

Municu, Oct. 13.—The debate upon the 
draft of the address to the King commenced 
to-day in the Chamber of Deputies. Herr von 
Stauflenberg read a declaration signed by all the 
seven'y-six Liberal members of the House, 
wherein the assertion that this address expreases 
the convictions of the whole Bavarian people is 
characterized as a misrepresentation of the real 
state of things. The declaration protests against 
the attempt to set forth that only a portion of 
the population retains sentiments of true at- 
tachment to the King, and, in conclusion, it 
strongly condemns the act of dragging the per- 
son of his Majesty into party struggles. 

In the course of the debate Dr. Joerg violently 
attacked the ministry for maintaining secret re- 
lations with the Minority of the House and as- 
suming a distant attitude towards the majority. 
He maintained that the Cabinet intended 
making a fresh division of the electoral districts, 
and declared that the address was a constitu- 
tional complaint against the violation of the free 
righte of the people. Dr J. de Lutz, Minister 
for Public Worship, declared that the 
Ministry belonged to no party, but leaned, how- 
ever, towards the Liberal Ministrv, because the 
Constitution, with its provision in favor 
of religions toleration, was also Liberal, and 
was opposed by the Clericals. The Ministry was 
compelled to have recourse to a division of the 
electoral aistricte, because the Clerical party 
sought to abuse constitutionalism for the pur- 
pose of giving stability to the rule of the 
Church. The Minister, in reply to Dr. Joerg, 
showed that the latter had formerly demanded 
greater sacrifices in favor of the great German- 
Austrian Empire than had now m made by 
the Bavarian Crown. In conclusion the Minister 
gaid, history may, oo decide that the pres- 
ent Ministry bas been wanting in ability, but 
certainly not in Bavarian patriotism.

New Fort Herald, Oct, 27. 
About one year ago an organization was 
formed in this city, of a Communistic nature, 
by aman named Father McNamara, who had at 
ove time been a Lazarist priest, and who had 


also officiated as a clergyman of his own persua-’ 
sion in Raleigh, N. C. It is said that, owing to 
some irregularities, the Bishop of the Diocese 
in which Father McNamara preached silenced 
him, depriving the clergyman of his functions. 
Since then Father McNamara has devoted his 
attention chiefly to organizing revolutions in the 
cause of the Fatherhood of Nations and the 
Brotherhood of Man. The ex-reverend gentle- 
map wears a long sack overcoat with a velvet 
collar; bia yellow hair hangs down on his 
shoulders, his face is always clean shaven, 
and his presence is # marked one whenever he 
appears in any of the streets of the city. 

The organization formed by Father McNa- 
mara was called the Sacred Order of United 
Irishmen Redivivi, and bad a number of lodges 
scattered throughout New York City with fear- 
fully myatic titles. It was the design of Father 
McNamara to revive the organization at one 
time known as the Order of United Irishmen, 
and which had correspondence with the French 
Revolutionists of 1793. A number of earnest, 
fervent, and enthusiastic young Irishmen, not 
at all deterred by the prospectus of the Associa- 
tion, which declared that Ireland could only be 
freed by a weekly subscription of 25 cents per 
man, joined the Sac Redivivi,” and paid 
in their dues, as became them. Each candidate 
was sworn secretly, bie hands crossed over a 
basin of blood, and with a large, sharp-bladed 
ax depending from the ceiling directly 
over his head. It was a fearful scene that some 
of the candidates witnessed, and three or four 
became light-headed immediately after the ter- 
rible and ghostly inaugural ceremonies. Ex- 
Father McNamara declared that, even if the 
Pope and Kaiser Wilhelm opposed the move- 
ment, he alone would free Ireland. The organ- 
ization increased rapidly, until at one time the 
Redivivi numbered about 180 members in this 
city, all of whom were paying subscribers. One 
of the chief and most deadly conspirators was a 
vender of human hair, who is proprietor of a 
store on Caual street. This man possesses some 
money, and it is said that he had negotiated for 
a harbor steam-tug to proceed to Ireland with 
twenty Minie muskets, calibre 1857, when Father 
McNamara stopped bis proceedings. There was 
also a poet named Callinnan in the organization, 
who had for a nom de plume, *“ Red Rain.“ 

Among the recruits obtained by ex-Father 
McNamara there was a young man named 
Thomas J. McGeogbegan, a well-educated * 
good-looking young gentleman of 25 years o 
age, who is now teaching school in the Academy 
of the Christian Brothers, in Brooklyn. ‘Lhe 

seudo-Father McNamara, who closely resem- 
— a noted preacher in Brooklyn, having con- 
siderable conversational 1 — did in some 
manner fascinate young MoGeoghegan and fin- 
ally induced him to join the Redivivi. The 
young man had written for the press, and, being 
largely gifted with imagination, he became one 
of the most earnest and zealous propagators 
of the revolutionary doctrines which the ex- 

riest had given his years to inculcate. The 

edivivi geverally met in Chatham street. over a 
weekly newspaper office, and sometimes a milk- 
can full of biood would be conveyed from the 
Thirty-fourth street slaughter-house, of which 
the Redivivi would partake freely, and thus seal 
their vows of lovaity and heroism. But young 
McGeoghegan began to bave doubts of the hon- 
esty as well as the practicability of the organiza- 
tion of the Redivivi to secure the liberty of Ire- 
land through the instrumentality of ex-Father 
McNamara. Being of quick intelligence, to use 
a politician’s phrase, be kicked,” yet he did 
not fail to subscribe his weekly 25 cents. It 
seems, however, that Mr. McGeoghegan is a very 
strict Roman Catholic, and, after some months’ 
connection with the Redivivi, he began to have 
couscientious doubts as te whether he should 
continue to be a member or not. Having, as a 
Catholic, to do what is known as the Jubilee,“ 
he was informed by the clergyman 
under whose mmistrations he sat that he 
could not receive absolution unless he immedi- 
ately left the Redivivi. Mr. M began, feel- 
ing that he ought to be certain of the matter, 
and knowing that he would be seutenced to 
death if he were to becoma a traitor to the Redi- 
vivi, consulted two other clergymen, and they 
informed him of the spiritual penalties to be en- 
forced should he continue as a Redivivist. Now 
came the agovy, aud Mr. McGeoghegan found 
himself between two fires. He felt that he 
would have to endure the pains of beli-fire if he 
were to remain iu the Redivivi; but, should he 
dare to leave it, he knew that the organization 
would have him shot as a traitor to the cause of 
Ireland. The young patriot decided immediate- 
ly, and chose everlasting bliss in the future to a 
paltry and indefinite existence as a school-teach- 
er. Accordingly be dared his fate, and wrote a 
letter to the National Chief” of the Redivivi, 
as ex-Father McNamara calls himself, resigning 
his position as a member of the Sacred Order. 
The letter was written at the peril of Mr. Mc- 
Geoghegan’s life, and is as follows: 

In vindication of my character and honor, both as 
an Irishman and a Christian, Iam compelled to give 
publicity to the annexed letter from Father McNa- 
mara, in reply to one of mine, resigning my position 
as a member of the Redivivi. 

As Father McNamara and his adherents have both 
—— and privately slandered me, and attributed 
ase and unworthy motives to me on account of my 
resigna tion, I feel it due to myseif and to my country- 
men to make a public statement of the facts and to ex- 
pose an organization that is an imposition, as can 
easily be recognized from the substance of his letter: ‘ 

At the solicitation of Father McNamara, I joined the 
Redivivi, believing it to be an organization solely got 
up for the purpose of libersting Treland. I soon found 
out my mistake, for, instead of being a truly national 
organization, it proved to be a despotic combination 
under the guidance of Father McNamara, having sole- 
ly in view the pecuniary object of fleecing my confid- 
ing countrymen for the maintenance of a few unprin- 
cipled men. Asan Irishman, a Christian, and a Cath- 
ole, I found I could not conscientiously continue 3 
member of it. In performing my Jubilee duties I 
consulted my confessor, and he peremptorily ordered 
me to withdraw from “such a dangerous and villain- 
ous organization.” Acting on this advice, I sent in my 
resignation, and in reply received the annexed letter 
from the Rev, Father McNamara:

vice on the dbarge of negligence and dishonesty, It 
was also stated that J, M. Pearson, Chairman of the 
Warehouse © »mmission, was in the city investigating 
the affair of H. H. Fitch, Grain Inspector on the Chi- 
cago, Rock Island & Pacific Railroad, as there were 
sufficient re:wons to suppose that his mode of inspect- 
ing was not in accordance with the regulations. 
Upon investigation by a Tarpune reporter, it was 
learned that the rumor of Inspector Carlin’s 
decapitation vas correct, and that the entleman had 
lost his head through either gross negligence or glar- 
ing dishonesty. The rules governing the inspect ion 
provide that adi wheat shall be weighed and the 
value entered on. the inspection books.”

in the past week, and were all manufactured and re- | 
peatediy sealed by the firm of Fairbanks, Morse & Co. 
Let week the Inspection Department had occasion to 
purchase a new standard, which they supposed was 
similar in every respect to the old ones. But, upon 
accurate and proper investigation, it was found to 
differ in size by an amount equal to the space occupied 
by a column of water contained in a cylinder 2 
inches in circumference by three-fourths of an 
inah in height in every sixteenth of a bushel; and of 
cou rse differing in the measurement of wheat by the 
gan e amount. A difference of that quantity in one- 
sixieenth of a bushel would comsequently make the 
difference in a bushel more than 32 cubic inches, or 
nearly 2 pounds, The standard that wheat must at- 
tain to be classed as No. 3 Wheat is 54 pounds to the 
bushel, By the new measurement the discrepancy in 
weight is clearly percoptible, and hence the difficulty. 
Several of the oid standards, on being sent to Messrs. 
Pirbanks, Morse & Co, to be sealed, were made by in- 
demting the bottoms to correspond with the new 
standard, or the regular United States Standard, and 
all this without any notification of the change to any 
of the authorities in the inspecting UGepartment. 
The Chicago stan“ard has mever been the 
same as the United States standard, and Mr. Fairbank 
thought it was about time to effect a change.

LOCAL LETTERS. 
CONCERNING RIFLE CLUBS. 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune : 

Oxntcaao, Oct. 28,—During the recent vielt of Maj. 
Fulton to Chicago, he gaye to the friends who had the 
pleasure of meeting him here many interesting details 
of the experiences of the American riflemen in Ireland 
and England, The kind attentions which were show- 
ered upon them were so incessant and overwhelming 
that they were completely worn out, and were finally 
obliged to seek rest in Paris, where they spent some 
ten days as quietiy as possible, simply to recuperate 
their exhausted powers. 

One of the most amusing features of their experience 
was the discovery that they were regarded throughout 
Great Britain as simply representing such 
“4 degree of skill in rife-shooting as 
universally prevalent in this country. 
The temerity of the Irish Team in presuming to chal- 
lenge us tosuch a contest was severely condemned, 
when everybody knew that the rifle was the favorite 
pisything of American boys, and the constant attend- 
ant of the men, whose skill in its use was proverbial. 
However much our countrymen may have laughed in 
their sleeves at a belief so absurdly at variance with 
truth, it is to be presumed that they did not take ex- 
traordinary pains to correct the error, and, indeed, it 
is probable that the attempt to do so would have 
served only only to produce a contrary effect. There 
is no doubt whatever that the result of the visit of this 
small company of intelligent and unassuming 
gentiomen to England, and the quiet anc 
unpretentious manner in which they stepped 
forth in the presence of thousands of 
spectators and took the laurels from the brows of 
their veteran competitors, excited in the popular mind 
a degree of admiration and respect for us as a nation, 
scarcely less than that created by the resulte of our 
recent tremendous conflict at home. Absurd as this 
statement may at first appear, it is amply sustained by 
facts, and it must be borne in mind, in explanation, 
that the intense interest excited by the mfle match 
was based upon the fact that its result was felt to be 
im some sense an exporent of national power, 

And not the least curious and interesting result of 
thie whole experience is the effect it is at this moment 
exerting upon the popular mind at home and abro:d. 
It ia known to the whole world that the next inter- 
national rifle match is to come off at Phiiadelphia dur- 
ing the Centennial Exhibition next summer. All 
Europe is aiming to retrieve the defeat they have 
suffered, and all America is putting itself 
in training to prevent it, and to sustain the repu- 
te tion which the men of Creedmoor hive so nobly 
won, Rifle clubs are organizing in every town, and 
neu of all classes and conditions are entering heart 
a id soul into the spirit of the thing, and developing 
tikeir powers of nerve, eye, and muscle with a per- 
s stence and determination which cannot fail of suc- 
cas, BScarcely two months have elapsed since the 
Chicago Rifle Club commenced its existence, with so 
uch doubt of success on the part of those who first 
ved in the matter that they hardly were willing to 
« sk for signetures to the call for a meeting. To-day 
tio Chuo numbers upwards of 13) members, of 
oar lest citizene, who twice a week assemble 
ai their shootsng-ground to practice, or com- 
pete for the pries which are contributed 
by other citizens, who tuus express their sympathy 
and approbation. Most of the members have already 


gently towards perfection; but, with the modesty 
waich is characteristic of Chicago, they were going on 
quietiv about their work, without troubling their 
minds with wat others were doing, when to their sur- 
prise they were challenge to a trial of skill with repre- 
sentatives of Indiana and Michigan clubs, for the 
championship of the three States. 

Uf course they would not flinch from the test, but 
selected six of their members to do battle for the honor 
of the Association, aad the trial was entered upon 
at Pleasant Lake, Indiana, Wednesday, Darkness 
came on, however, before the shooting was finished, 
and the match was adjourned till Nov. 10, when it is 
to be decided-by the best seven shots at 500 yards. 

The experience of this test has served to inspire 
them with greater confidence of success at the next 
trial, but, whatever may be the result, the effect in pro- 
moting a general interest in the subject cannot be 
otherwise than favorable.

Judge Blodgett Decides a Side 
Issue in the Gage Case.

THE GAGE CASE. 
DECISION IN FAVOR OF THE CITY. 


Judge Blodgett yesterday delivered a number 
of important opinions. The principal of. these 
was the case of the City of Chicago against 
David A. Gage, in which the Judge decided in 
fevor of the city, and remanded the cause to the 
State Court. In delivering the opinion, His 
Honor gave a history of the case, which is brief- 
ly as follows: 


indebtedness remaining un 

ordered the Trustee to sell the property. which he re- 
fused to do, giving as a reason for such refusal that 
the deed did not state the amount of the indebtedness, 
and that he did not wish to act under the deed without 
the proper amount due being first ascertained 
and decreed to be due by a court of competent juris- 
diction. Thereupon a bill was filed by the city in the 
Superior Court setting forth the above facts, and that 
the amount of Mr. Gage's indebtedness was $507,703.54, 
An accounting was therefore asked, and g decree for 
the amount due. During the pendency of this suit 
William T. Ayres, of Alabama, 6 judgment creditor of 
Mr. Gage, applied to the Superior Court to be made a 
party defendant to the bill, which application was 
granted, Ayres then filed an answer and a cross-bill, 
and asked to have the cause removed to the 
United States courts under the act of Congress. 
The Superior Court entertained this request, and 
ordered the cause removed to the United States Courts. 
A motion was then made by the city to remand the suit 
back to the Superior Court for cause appearing on the 
face of the record. 

Judge Blodgett said: Does there appear enough on 
the face of the record to justify this Court in holding 
jurisdiction of this case? The nfth section of the 
act of March 3, 1875 (Eighteenth Statutes at Large, 
472), provides That, if, in any suit, commenced in a 
State Court, or removed from the State Court to the 
Circuit Court of the United States, it shall appear to 
the satisfaction of the said Circuit Court at any time 
after such suit has been brought or removed thereto, 
that such suit does not really and substantially invulve 
a dispute or controversy properly within the jurisdio- 
tion of said Circuit Court, or that the parties to said 
suit have been improperly or collusively made or 
joined, either as plaintiff's or defendants, for the pur- 
pose of creating a case, cognizable or removable under 
this act, the said Circuit Court shall proceed po further 
therein, but shall dismiss the suit or remand it to the 
Court from wdich it was removed, as justice may re- 
quire.” 

The first question which suggests itself to every 
in discussing the question is, Between 
whom is the controversy in this ease? 
The original suit was brought by the 
City of Chicago to determine the amount of indebted- 
ness due to it, from Gage, and to require the payment 
of that indebtedness out of the property held in trust 
by Taylor, for that purpose, In his answer, in that 
case, Gage denied any indebtedness between himself 
and the city. Ithink it unnecessary for the purpose 
of this inquiry, to investigate the ground upon which 
Gage that denial; it: is sufficient, for the pur- 
poses of this motion, to say, that by the bill, answer, 
and replication in the case, as it stood at the time 
Ayres made himself a voluntary party thereto, 
the controversy in the case wes between 
the city and Gage, as to whetber 
there was, in fact, an indebtedness, and the amount 
thereof, if any, from Gageto thecity. The defend- 
ant, Ayres, does not raise any new controversy by his 
answer and cross-bill, but simply makes himself a 
party to that which already existed, alleging perhaps 
more in detail the grounds for denying any indebted- 
ness from Gage tothe city, but at the same time not 
changing in any degree the issue in the case or the 
character of the controversy. The main question still 
is, as the pleadings now stand and as they stood be- 
fore Ayres came into the case, Does Gage owe the city 
anything which ought to be satisfied out of the pro- 
ceeds of the property held in trust by Taylor, under 
the trust deed described in the complainant’s 
bill, This bemig so, the controversy inaugurated in 
the suit is simply one between citizens of this State. 
True, Ayres, asa creditor of Gage, may be interested 
in the result of that controversy, because, if it termi- 
nates in favor of Gage, it leaves the property now held 
by Taylor subject, equitably, if not legaily, to Ayres’ 
debt, but that does not, in any degree, in my estima- 
tion, involve a controversy between the city and 
Ayres in the original suit. 

As was intimated by the learned Circuit Judge of 
this Circuit, in the case of Osgvod against the Chicago, 
Danville & Vincennes Railroad Company, the statute 
of March 8, 1875, clearly contemplates the removal of 
the whole suit from the Stateto the Federal Court, 
and not of such fragment or part thereof 
as may involve a coptroversy or question 
between two or more of the defendsnts—and we must 
look into the nature of the original controversy which 
was the subject matter of the suit, to settle the ques- 
tion of right of removal, 

A complicated chancery suit may, almost necessa- 
rily involve, in some of its collateral issues, the right 
and interest of citizens of different States, but, unless 
the original controversy which the suit is brought to 
determine be between citizens of different States, or 
between such parties gs give the Federal Courts juris- 
diction, it would y seem that Congress intended 
to provide for the removal thereof, inasmuch as the 
whole case mast be removed instead of that collateral 
part or branch involving a controversy between citi- 
zens of different States. 

Applying these suggestions to the case under con- 
sideration, it would seem that the controversy, as pre- 
sented by the issues and pleadings, is, as to whether or 
not Gage owes the city anything which should be 
paid out of this trust fund. That being determined, 
if determined against the city, the defendant, — 
may have a standing in court to claim his pay out o 
the trust property; but not until taen. Notwithstanda- 
ing Ayres’ interpolation into this suit, the real ques- 
tions still stand at issue between the city and Gage, 
and Ayres has rights only as he may be subrogated to 
those of Gage. 

It is nowhere intimated in this case that there ig any 
collusion between Gage and the city, or that the city’s 
suit is not prosecuted in entire good faith, If it had 
been made to appear that Gage had given the trust 
deed to Taylor for the purpose of defraud'ng Ayres, 
or that the conveyance was not bona fide, the parties 
to the controversy might be changed and Ayres or any 
creditor of Gage might be the real party to the con- 
troversy with the city and trustees; but there is 
nothing of the kind in this case, 

It therefore seems clear to me, that, upon the facts 
shown in the record, this is not such à case as was 
— to be removed from the Stateto the Federal
